INTITULLD, 

AN ACT for more effectually restraining the pernicious 
burning of Land in Ireland.

1 JJIJJIJ it is expedient to make some further Provision 

for preventing the pernicious burning of Land in Ireland in 
all cases where it is now an Offence by the existing Laws in force in 
that Part of the United Kingdom ; it tfiertfort flEimctEb, by The 
KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
from and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for the Justices 
of the Peace assembled at any Petty Sessions in any District of any 
County in Ireland, upon the Application of any Landlord or Landlords, 
or his, her or their Agent or Agents, to issue a Writ or Writs of Injunction 
against any Person or Persons in the possession, occupation or enjoy- 
ment of any Land in Ireland by virtue of any Lease, Contract or 
Demise, or any Person or Persons claiming or deriving Title under or 
through him, her or them, to prevent him, her or them from per- 
niciously burning the Soil or Surface of the Earth in or upon any part 
of any such Lands ; which Writ shall be in the form or to the effect 
following; (that is to say)

To A. B., and his Workmen, Labourers, Servants and Agents, 
and each and every of them, greeting ; 

“ WHEREAS it hath been certified to us, the Justices assembled 
in Petty Sessions at upon the Oath or

We therefore, in consideration of the Premises aforesaid, do 
strictly enjoin and command you the said A. B., and your 
Workmen, Labourers, Servants and Agents, that you, under 
the Penalty in that Case made and provided, and every of 
you, do from henceforth altogether absolutely desist from 
perniciously burning or from committing or doing any other 
or further waste or spoil in or upon the said Premises or any 
part thereof.

Apiiiicatiuns And be it further Enacted, That such application or applications to 
ujionASnit, the Justices as aforesaid sliall he gi oundcd upon the Affidavit of the 
Person or Persons so applying, or by the production of parol Testimony 
on Oath on the part of the Person or Persons so applying, setting forth, 
that the Party or Parties whom it is sought to restrain is or are per- 
niciously burning or preparing to burn, or that the Person or Persons so 
applying have reasonable ground to believe that it is tlie intention of the 
Person or Persons against whom the Injunction is prayed, perniciously 
to burn some part or parts of the Land or Lunds in his, lier or their 
occupation. 



And be it further Enacted, That the said Writ of Injunction shall be 
served at some Hour between Sun-rise and Sun-set, at the usual 
Residence of the Person or Persons wliom it is thereby intended to 
restrain, provided that the said Person or Persons shall have any 
Residence in the County for which such Quarter Sessions shall be 
holden, and that the Person or Persons so attempting to serve the said 
Writ shall be enabled to attain ingress to the said usual Residence ; but 
in case the Person or Persons so attempting to serve the said Writ as 
aforesaid shall be unable to obtain ingress to the said usual Residence, 
by reason of the Door thereof being closed, or by reason of any other 
o.bstruction or impediment, then and in such case it shall be lawful and 
sufficient to affix a Copy of the said Writ upon the outside of the Door 
of the said usual Residence. 
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5 - 
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And be it further Enacted, That in case the Person or Persons so 
intended to be restrained as aforesaid shall have no Residence witliinthe 
said County as aforesaid, it shall be lawful and sufficient to affix one 
Copy of the said Writ upon the Door of the Church, and another Copy 
thereof upon the Chapel Door of the Parish in which tlie Land so 
burning or intending to be burnt shall be situated. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any Person or Persons shall 
disobey any such Writ of Injunction, after service thereof in the inaniier 

hereinbefore 
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hereinbefore mentioned, and proof of such service, and the manner in 
which the same was made, adduced before the said Assistant Barrister 
and Magistrates assembled in any Division of the County as aforesaid, 
that then the Person or Persons so disobeying shall be considered guilty 
of a Misdemeanor ; and it shall be lawful for the Assistant Barrister 
and Magistrates assembled as aforesaid, and they are hereby authorized 
4 and required to issue their Warrant for the apprehension and committal 
of the Offender or Offenders to the Common Gaol of the County or 
Division, for any period not exceeding Three Months for the first 
offence, and for any period not exceeding Six Months for any subse- 
quent offence, and the Oftender or Offenders shall be put to hard 
Labour for the term of his, her or their imprisonment. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Person or 
Persons against whom any such Writ or Writs of Injunction shall be so 
issued to apply to the Assistant Barrister and Magistrates of the 
County so assembled in Quarter Sessions as aforesaid, and be permit- 
ted to show cause, if any cause exists, why the said Court should make 
an order to dis.solve any such injunction; and it shall be lawful for such 
Assistant Barrister and Magistrates as aforesaid, if it shall be made to 
appear before them, by proof upon oath, that the Person or Persons 
whom the Order was directed to restrain has or have given Notice 
within Twenty-four Hours at the least to the Person or Persons who 
obtained the said Injunction as aforesaid, of his, her or their intention 
to apply for the dissolving of the same, and that he, she or they had a 
lawful right, either by the terms of any contract, lease or demise or other 
writing, permission from the owner of the land in his, her or their 
occupation or enjoyment, to burn the same, to make such order to 
dissolve such Injunction as aforesaid, and also to award any Costs or 
Damages for any loss or injury which such Person or Persons may have 
5 sustained on account or in consequence of any such Injunction ; and 
such Order shall be in the form and with all the force of a decree 
obtained by Civil Bill in the usual manner in the Court of the Assistant 
Barrister of Counties in Ireland^ and to be signed by the said Assistant 
Barrister, for the amount of Costs and Damages which the said Court 
may deem it fit to award as aforesaid. 
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
